Jewel Drive problems 
go on and on 


Jewel Drive is turning into an 
Alice in Wonderland kind of story 
There is no other way of ex- 
plaining things. 

Jewel Drive, off Eames Street, 
is an industrial development 
where nothing seems to work. 
Lewis Carroll, who wrote Alice in 
Wonderland would understand it 
perfectly. No one else seems to be 
able to get to the bottom of things, 
to find out why there are delays 
and more delays. 

The current developer, Mike 
Integlia, has had-over $80,000 in 
work, developing the street. He 
has,a $90,000 bond. He is unable to 
get’ approval of his work, 
seemingly because of engineering 
problems that cannot be ex- 
plained. As a result’ Integlia is 
having a distinct “‘cash flow’’ 
problem 

A couple of. months ago Integlia 
wanted to visit the planning board 
with the. Wilmington 
Rédevelopment Authority 
(WRA), The planning board in- 
sisted it was to be a meeting with 
the WRA, and so it was, Carl 
Backman, the WRA chairman, 
later described the meeting as a 
“catch 22 situation,” 

The road is still there. A new 
firm on the street is trying to 
finish it, Two weeks ago a mail 
truck broke an axle on the street, 
but tHere is more than one version 
to the story. 

Integlia, on May 20 wrote a 
certified letter requesting a 
meeting with the planning board, 
to discuss the construction 
schedule for phase II of Jewel 
Drive, He asked that the planning 
board tell him in writing of the 
meeting date, so that he could 
schedule attendance of members 
of the WRA who would like to be 


present. 
The completion of the roadway 
is extremely urgent, Integlia 


said. he gave his telephone: 


number, in addition and 
requested that the planning board 
respond as soon as possible 

The reply was written (it 
seems) on June 8, It was, though, 
a reply to two other letters, 
written in March, and advised, in 
detail that on March9 he had been 
told of the security needed; and it 
then quoted sections 6 and 7 of the 
original specifications given 
Integlia on September 3). 1980. 

6. “A suitable drainage outlet 
on the property.east of the 
railroad. property downstream 
from the railroad culvert is to be 
provided. . ."” 

7. “The railroad culvert is to be 
cleaned and a determination of 
suitability is to be made by the 
town engineer. If found not to be 
suitable by the town engineer the 
railroad culvert is to be recon- 
structed, rebuilt or replaced 
again to the satisfaction of the 
town engineer. Written evidence, 
all in a form satisfactory to the 
town counsel, is to be filed with 
the planning board indicating 
your ability to accomplish the 
above or a commitment-that the 
railroad will accomplish the 
above.” 

Nothing was said about a 
meeting with the planning board. 

The letter, and the rulings of 
town boards were discussed on 
June 15 by Integlia and the 
members. of the WRA. Integlia 
found it amusing.

Selectmen vote 
against limit on 
peddlers permits

“We call it ‘mobile vending’ 
nowadays,”’ Al Fiorenza told the 
selectmen Monday in reference to 
his catering truck business. The 
selectmen, however, weren't 
refering to Fiorenza's business or 
any other type of year-round 
mobile catering business. At a 
public hearing regarding possible 
restrictions on hawkers and 
peddlers permits, they said they 
are. primarily concerned with 
seasonal operations such as hot 
dog stands, balloons at parades, 
and ice cream trucks. 

In fact, it was ice cream truck 
permits that prompted the 
hearing. After granting two such 
permits at their last meeting with 
one other still valid, they decided 
it may be time to limit the 
number of permits to three just as 
they had done months ago with 
arcades. 

Chairman Rocco DePasquale 
wanted to limit the number of 
permits so those people who in- 
vest time and money into the 
business will be able to survive. 
After listening to suggestions 
from current licensees, Fiorenza, 
and members of the public, the 
board voted, 3-2 against limiting 
the number of permits, with only 
DePasquale and Imbimbo in 
favor of the limit. The other 
members wanted timé to consider 
the suggestions as well as 
clarification as to what an ice 
cream truck is. Bob Cain wants 
all restrictions for each type of 
permit to be established at one 
time. 

Some suggestions included 
having the selectmen establish 
routes for each truck with the 
more popular sports going out to 
bid. DePasquale said he doesn’t 
think the selectmen are 
responsible for establishing these 
routes. 

Imbimbo, however, said to 

rotect people who already 

tablished a business,, those 
people who want a permit should 
establish a need for that permit. 
“I don't think someone should 
infringe on somebody else's 
territory. It may be unwritten 
rules or whatever,” he said. 

John Imbimbo's daughter, 
Elizabeth Woods, an ice cream 
vendor whose permit was 
recently renewed, has made 
similar statements in the past, 
and in reference to two trucks 
working the same route she said, 
“My feelings are ifthere’s a need, 
we shouldn't see each other." 

Chester Bruce, father of one of 
the other ice cream vendors said, 
‘My son has been doing a route he 
established himself. He has not 
infringed on any one else's route - 
He's in business to make money, 
and no one can say, ‘you don’t go 
here or there.’ 

Both Bruce and Woods agreed a 
limit on the number of permits 
would reduce the problem. They 
also agreed cooperation between 
the vendors is a necessity. 

Stapezynski told the board the 
chief of police and board of health 
recommended requiring the 
operators license to be displayed 
in plain view at all times, in- 
creasing the fines for violations 
from $50 for the first offense to 


$100 with additional penalties of 
$500 for each subsequent 
violation. A more thorough 
background check on the ap- 
plicant may also help, he added, 
Town Manager Stapczynski 
said Wilmington has recently 
received $18,000 for the town’s 
building reuse program. The 
buildings cited for possible reuse 
or sale are the Boutwell, Walker, 
Buzzell, and Whitefield schools, 
as well as the town hall. 
According to Stapezynski, a 
seven member committee 
composed of one representative 
of the board of selectmen, the 
school committee, the planning 
board, and the finance com- 
mittee, as well as three citizens 
will be formed to study each 
building's possible use. Some of 
the new uses may involve a 
change in the town's zoning 
bylaws, but he assured that all the 
buildings will be used or sold for 
some function or business ap- 
propriate for the area in which it 
is located, He also said this is an 
action plan: the money must be 
used in approximately three to 
four months. The board will be 
advertising to find three citizens 
interested in that project. 

The problems at Carter Lane 
have been minimized, Stape- 
zynski said, adding that the 7 a.m. 
to 3:30 p.m. closing of the street 
as well as the speed bumps, 
rader, and safety officers present 
on the street have helped deter 
commuters who use the street as 
a short-cut. 

Stapezynski also told the board 
he has filed for a $1.154 million 
grant for improving Ballardvale 
Street. He said this street was 
designed for an agricultural area 
and is narrow and winding. There 
are 2500 jobs there at present, and 
approximately 8,000 vehicles use 
this road daily, he said. He 
projects 2500 additional jobs will 
be in the area in the future, If 
money is obtained, he continued, 
the road wold be rebuilt with new 
signals installed at Route 125 and 
Ballardvale Street, the curves 
would be removed, the road 
would be widened, and guard 
rails would be put in as needed. 
Improving this road will make 
Wilmington more attractive for 
development, he added 

The board also voted to reac- 
tivate the Permanent Building 
Committee as requested by the 
school department for the pur- 
pose of renovating the high 
school. The previous committee 
had been deactivated in the 1970's 
when plans for a new high school 
were denied. 

Stapezynski told the board that 
recently the conflict of interest 
law has been amended so a town 
employee may also serve as a 
selectman. He may not vote on 
any matter concerning the 
agency he is employed by, and he 
may not receive compensation 
from both positions. The in- 
dividual can choose which office 
compensation he will accept. 
Selectmen, however, may not be 
appointed to the municipal’ 
position while serving as select- 
man or for six months after. 
Wilmington selectmen receive no 
compensatien.

Some 27 residents of Wolcott 
Street, off Brown Street, were 
told that the town might possibly 
pave that roadway in a couple of 
years. The word was issued 
during a Board of Public Works 
meeting on June 3 

The travelled way, which ap- 
parently has never been accepted 
by the town, is about four-tenths 
of a mile long. Department of 
Public Works Superintendent Phil 
Pattison told the public works 
commissioners (who are also the 
selectmen) that the street is in 
poor condition. He said that there 
are times when he has to have the 
street graded every other week. 

Residents realize that there are 
some property line problems in 
the area, but they agreed to get 
together to iron out any problems. 


The town engineer, the select- 
nféh said, will make plans for the 
layout of the roadway and 
sometime this fall there will be a 
nieeting in the neighborhood to 
review the layout of the street. 
The selectmen will then have to 
vote to accept the street layout. 
The question of whether or not to 
accept the street as a public way 
have to be put to a town meeting 
vote. 

If the street is accepted as a 
public way, the town would bear 
the responsibility and costs of any 
reconstruction to the street. 

The process, selectmen war- 
ned, can take a couple of years to 
accomplish because of problems 
with filing the plans with the 
proper state, county and local 
agencies.

Flood problems at Deming Way 


It was almost a disaster last 
Sunday at the housing for the 
elderly on Deming Way, 
Wilmington. 

Dick Hersom of Beech Street is 
a part time maintenance man for 
the Wilmington Housing 
Authority, and he arrived at the 
elderly apartments early Sunday 
to learn that apartment 22 was 
being flooded. The .toilet was 
overflowing. 

Dick quickly checked the other 
apartments, and found the same 
condition in all 40. The leeching 
fields, in back of the housing, 
were a small lake, completely 
flooded over, It had been caused 
by the heavy rainfall. Up to 7:30 
a.m. in Wilmington there had 
been 7.08 inches of rainfall in 
June. Hersom arrived at the job 
at 7:15. 

Hersom called Executive 
Director Henry Borazzo, and the 
other part time maintenance 
man, Paul Gangi. then he called a 
local sewer pumping service. 

Borazzo soon arrived to find one 
of the tank trucks at work 
pumping out septic tanks. There

Joe Medico, one of the men living 
at Deming Way, worked all day 
Sunday.

was a total of five tank truck 
loads pumped that morning, 
11,500 gallons of water. 

Water in the chlorination 
chamber (an underground 
concrete room), Borrazzo told the 
Housing Authority Monday night, 
was over six feet deep. All the 
pumps and all the controls were 


under water.

pumped down enough to allow the 
toilets to function again, he said 

Next morning was more of the 
same, Borazzo said. Another 
sewerage company was called to 
pump out the underground 
chamber. The company that built 
the system was called, for 
comments and advice about the 
situation. 

A totally enclosed motor will 
have to be installed in the pump 
chamber to replace the open 
motor that has been there for 
years. 
The Bureau of Housing 
Management, Office of Com- 
munities and Development has 
approved the emergency step 
taken by the Wilmington Housing 
Authority to insure that the 
housing units have proper 
sanitation. The suggestion to Mr. 
Borazzo was that the WHA must 
try to maintain a reasonable cost, 
but to ensure that the system is 
pumped out, and that the units do 
not become flooded.

The type of concern these people 
are talking about disgusts us. We, 
the elderly of Wilmington have 
either lived in Wilmington all of 
our lives or have been living here 
40, 50 or 60 years. We would like to 
remind these concerned citizens, 
this town they seem to be so 
protective of, is a town built by 
our tax dollars; the schools, fire 
and police station, library, etc. 
Now it is time when we ask the 
help of the town, a group of 
persons set up a campaign to 
prevent this help from being 


given 
Oh, they would have us believe 
they are not against elderly 


housing. They have not convinced 
us as the town meeting which was 
stacked (using their word) with 
concerned citizens refused to 
allow Mr. Belbin to move up the 
vote, which would have kept some 
of the seniors in the hall, who 
could not stay because it was too 
difficult and painful for them to 
stay 

It was unfortunate elderly 
persons in their 80's and 90's, 
crippled with arthritis and other 
disabling illnesses, had to attend 
a meeting held at the housing 
authority on June 1 to fight for 50 
houses for the senior citizens of 
our town. We had to do what our 
town failed to do for us. What we 
heard at that housing meeting 
frightened us.

Eventually, the question will 
probably be decided on a legal 
question, possibly even a legal 
technicality or a fluke. But 
meanwhile, the personal attacks 
— and there has been less than 
perfect behavior on both sides — 
seem to go on.

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Stolen car 


After it had been reported 
stolen in Chelsea last year and 
had changed hands at least five 
times, a 1969 Ford LTD ap- 
parently rightfully owned by a 
Ballard St,, Tewksbury man was 
recovered on Sunday, June 13. 

According to Tewksbury police 
reports, the son of the car’s owner

Police Inspector Paul 
Ringwood, who is working on the 
case, checked out a written 


statement furnished by the man 
who had possession of the vehicle. 
That man claimed that he had 
recently bought the car from a 
fellow employee for $600. Ac- 
cording to police, his story 
checked out

The previous owner, a 
Lawrence man, told police he had 
bought the car from a Methuen 
man in February of 1982 for the 
same $600 price, Police say this 
story also checked out. 

The Methuen man told police he 
had bought the car for $150 from 
another Methuen man in 
December of last year. That story 
also checked out, police say 

The car apparently entered 
Methuen after a Lawrence man 
sold it for $600 in May or June of 
1981. And that is where the track 
ends, at least for now. 

According to police, it could be 
a matter of days before the 
person who apparently stole the 
vehicle and sold it for the*first 
time is found. 

Although money has changed 
hands on a car that apparently 
rightfully belongs to someone 
else, it is unclear what procédure 
the unsuspecting buyers of the 
vehicle will have to follow in 
order to recoup their apparent 
financial loss. 

“T guess they'll have to fight 
each other for it (money),” said 
Lt. Richard Mackey 

Mackey said that the -last 
person to buy the car may have 
the possibility of going to small 
claims court, but he adds he is 
unsure how far the law will allow 
that case to go. But the burden of 
trying to collect on the financial 
loss apparently rests on the 
shoulders of the last man to 
purchase the car.

Timé to start or save a garden 


by Debbi Michais 

Every year around this time, 
hundreds of enthusiastic new and 
veteran gardeners swarm local 
greenhouses in search of fer- 
tilizer, seeds, plants, and assorted 
tools. This year the enthusiasm 
quickly disappeared as record 
rainfall destroyed many newly 
planted gardens. 

“In the 20 years I’ve been 
gardening, I've never seen 
anything like this,"’ Wilmington 
gardening expert Hugh Wiberg 
said. . Most people are 
discouraged, he added, because 
their gardens have become “mud 
pens,” full. of dead, broken, or 
drowned plants. Most soil right 
now is totally saturated, but, he is 
sure it will be back to normal in 
about 10 days. 

According to Wiberg, the best 
advice he could give gardeners is 
to “be patient and let Mother 
Nature straighten things out,” 
Plants that have died or drowned 
will have to be replanted as soon 
as the soil is back to normal, he 
said, but there will still be plenty 
of time to have a good harvest. 

Various bean plants, Wiberg 
said, are most affected by heavy 
rains. He said the seeds rot in the 
ground and the plants usually die 
Sweet corn also has trouble 
surviving. Vine plants. like 
cucumbers hate rain, but root 
crops like carrots are least af. 
fected. 
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Despite setbacks, Wiberg in- 
sists a summer garden can still be 
highly profitable. He estimates 
that a 15’ x 20’ garden can save 
$100 to $125 on summer food bills, 
“if every plant is harvested.” A 
larger garden will will yeild even 
greater savings, he insists 
Representatives from both 
Mahoney's Too and F.I. Carter 
and Sons greenhouses are not 
certain of specific savings from 
gardens. Mahoney's manager 
George Chapman said, 
“Economically they may not be 
saving much, but they're having a 
good time.” 

It’s still not too late to begin a 
summer garden according to 
Chapman and Carter. They said 
cold crops such as peas and 
onions can go in as early as mid- 
April because these types of 
plants can take a frost, but other 
plants can go in any time after 
Memorial weekend. 

According to Wiberg, when 
beginning a garden, a person 
should first survey his property to 
find an area that will give a 
minimum of six hours of sunlight 
per day and is at least 10 feet 
away from a wooded area where 
there could be competition among 
roots and excessive shading 
Without at least this much sun, 
Chapman said, a gardener will 
get many plants, but no fruit. 

Next, Wiberg said, the area 
should be staked out by placing 
four sticks in the ground. With a 
spade shovel, the gardener should 
cut out grass sods, shaking the 
dirt free. The soil should also be 
loosened about 15'-20" deep. 
Horse or cow manure should be 
mixed with the soil, and then the 
topsoil should be raked smooth. 

Before planting, a person 
should decide how much of each 
plant he wants to grow and should 
section the garden accordingly. 
Sections should be divided, he 
said by a path made from walking 
between the various plants, Each 
section should be four feet wide so 
the garden can be tended from 
either side. 

For. extra protection in the 
garden, Wiberg advises a 2-3” 
thick layer of grass clippings be 
placed up and down the rows to 
keep the moisture in the soil. This 
prevents weeds from growing by 
preventing germination of the 
weed seed and keeps the tem- 
perature level constant for 


vigorous growth. In the case of 
tomatoes, the clippings keep the 
fruit from rotting by keeping it 
from touching the ground, 
Chapman said. The grass clip- 
pings later become part of the 
organic matter in the soil. 

Wiberg, like the experts at 
Mahoney's and Carter's 
recommends that a commercial 
fertilizer be used. He said 5-10-5 is 
an especially good product 
because it has the nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and potash plants 
need to do well. Unlike Wiberg, 
however, Chapman and Carter 
recommend rototilling the soil 
before planting, and Chapman 
advises tilling it twice. 

Getting a garden ready takes 
four to six hours, Wiberg said. 
After that, a person should spend 
at least one half hour per night 
weeding, watering, and caring for 
their garden 

The cost of beginning a garden 
ranges between $20-$24, ac- 
cording to Wiberg, Carter, and 
Chapman. These men also 
recommend several fool-proof 
crops for beginners such as 
radishes, tomatoes, green beans, 
leaf lettuce, peppers, curumbers 
and squash. Chapman advises 
one flat (nine plants) of tomatoes 
and two or three other flats. The 
cost per flat in this area is around 
$1.60. 

Some problems beginning 
gardeners have are over watering 
and putting viny plants too close 
to non-viny ones. Often, too, 
Carter said, a beginner is en- 
thusiastic in the beginning, but 
later gets discouraged by weeds 
and weather. He advises 
beginners to talk to people at local 
garden centers before beginning 
a garden to get information on 
how far apart to put one plant 
from another, as well as which 
crops grow best in certain 
climates, Wiberg recommends 
first time gardeners buy starter 
tomato plants because it is dif- 
ficult to grow tomatoes from 
seeds. 

Under normal weather con- 
ditions, a garden will continue to 
yield right until the first frost, 
around September 20. Despite the 
late start most gardeners are 
getting due to the weather, 
Wiberg said a typical yield can be 
expected. In the meantime, he 
said, “We just have to hope 
Mother Nature brings things back 
to normal as she usually does.’

Dr. Mobbs aided legal 
fight to ban pesticides

‘This is the second article in a series 
on DDT and other insecticides. 

“It’s a hell of a game that's being 
played in my opinion." That's how 
Wilmington physician Dr. Robert 
Mobbs describes the battle to restrict 
the usage of cancer causing 
chemicals in industry and 
agriculture. 

Mobbs began his fight in 1949 when 
he claimed DDT and other in- 
secticides were likely to cause can- 
cer, From then until 1971 when DDT 
was finally banned by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
Mobbs and others like him learned 
that proving these claims would not 
be easy. 

Not only did he have to challenge 
the industries that produced and used 
these chemicals, but Mobbs also had 
to take on the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and Public Health, both 
of which had favored the use of DDT 
since its first application around 1943. 

One of the biggest problems Mobbs 
said he encountered in proving that 
DDT caused cancer was that the 
industries involved could easily 
conduct similar experiments to show 
it didn’t cause cancer. ‘If five people 
say it causes it (cancer) and five 
people say it doesn't, then it's 
declared innocent because it balanced 
out,” he explained. 

Fighting the U.S. government was 
no picnic either. Shortly after he 
claimed DDT was cancer-causing, the 
government agencies involved issited 
a statement saying DDT and all 
related chemicals, such as lindane 
and sulpher, were safe. Prior to this 
statement, however, when Mobbs 
first began his work, he discovered 
that these chemicals had never been 
checked by the government for their 
toxicity levels , 

Not much was done about Mobbs’ 
claims until New York Times 
reporter Al Deutsch and a group of 
others lobbied in Congress and 
initiated a congressional in- 
vedstigation into the toxicity of 
pesticides. The committee found 
violations of the Pure Food and Drug 
Act, and they also discovered some 
food had been contaminated with 
chemicals then known to be can- 
cerous, Mobbs said 

According to Mobbs, the National 
Academy of Sciences tried to control 
Delaney, the chairman of the com- 
mittee investigating the pesticides 
“The Food Protection Committee of 
the National Academy of Sciences 
advised congress, in effect, that a 
little poison in food was harmless," 
Mobbs said, ‘and the pure food and 
drug law was weakened.” 
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Food and drug legislation became 
less stringent, Mobbs said, when one 
word was changed in the Pure Food 
and Drug Act. Prior to that time, he 
explained, nothing could be used in 
the production of food unless it was 
essential. According to Mobbs, the 
word useful replaced. the word 
essential, which allowed insecticides 


, and other harmful chemicals to be 


used even when not extremely 
necessary 

The Delaney Amendment, passed in 
1958 to keep cancer-causing 
chemicals at a zero level in food and 
tobacco, was also weakened when the 
word was changed. Its strength was 
further reduced when the National 
Academy of Sciences advised the 
reinterpretation of the intention of the 
amendment. It was reinterpreted to 
apply only to those things added in a 
measured amount to food, but never 
again to insecticides, Mobbs said. 

The amendment was used twice, 
however. First, the cranberry crop 
was thrown out in 1959 because it had 
been contaminated. Then, in 1960 $8 
million worth of milk was disposed of 
for the same reason. But, after it had 
been weakened, the Delaney 
Amendment was never again used as 
it had been originally intended, to 
control insecticides and chemicals in 
the production of food. 

In 1953 and 1954 Mobbs testified at 
congressignal hearings that toxic 
happenings have sometimes been 
ignored, minimized, or surpressed. 
He later tried to get President Ken- 
nedy to take action in this area, but 
his efforts were stonewalled by the 
Department of Agriculture, who he 
said, in effect lied to the President in 
denying the toxicity of the in- 
secticides. 

Another problem, and one that still 
exists today, is that tobacco is not 
governed by the Pure Food and Drug 
Act. According to Mobbs, the tobacco 
industry has the weakest regulations 
of all. He said in the past 40 years 
there hasn't been any tobacco not 
contaminated with some insecticied, 
including measured amounts of DDT 
that has been ignored. 

Accordifg to Mobbs, when the 
American Cancer Society first 
claimed tobacco causes cancer, they 
did not want to say pesticides were 
partly, at least, to blame because they 
didn’t want to dilute two great in- 
dustries, tobacco and chemical, but 
aking them on at the same time, 

Another major problem with 
restricting the use of harmful 
chemicals, Mobbs said, is that there 
are gaps in the information available 
on the toxicity of the chemicals. The 
companies that produce insecticides 
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don’t want to reveal the ingredients 
they use because they consider them 
to be trade secrets. This restricts 
EPA and other agencies from 
determining the harmfulness of the 
products. 

Mobbs said one reason so many 
harmful chemicals are still used is do 
to something called the risk-benefit 
concept. In determining whether or 
not to allow the use of certain 
chemicals, the economic benefit of 
using the insecticide is balanced 
against the risk. If an insecticide only 
causes two or three cancers per some 
number, Mobbs said, then the in- 
secticide is registered for use. 

In 197, six years after DPT was 
banned, ‘Senator Kennedy ‘and a 
judiciary committee said pesticide 
controls were in a state of chaos with 
some registered under falsified data 
This situation occured, Mobbs said, 
because when a company wants to 
register chemical that company, not 
the government tests it for safety. 

There is also an identification 
policy that protecting producers who 
make an insecticide that is later 
discovered to be harmful, Mobbs said. 
“If something is too bad to be used 
and is taken off the market quickly, 
there is indemnification for the 
manufacturer for his work," Mobbs 
explained. “It (the indemnification) 
might cost the taxpayer §100 million.” 
Of course, if an oversight committee 
in congress discovers that the 
chemical had previously been known 
to be harmful, the government is not 
required to pay anything in in- 
demnification? 

According to Mobbs, trying to get 
cancer-causing chemicals restricted 
or banned today is just as slow, 
particularly because EPA is being 
weakehed under the present ad: 
ministration. 

A more recent case, he explained, 
was when Sevin, the spray used to 
control gypsy moth caterpillars, was 
banned on the cape a few years ago. 
EPA wanted to take it off the market 
because it was thought to cause 
headaches and coughs, as well as 
birth defects. They decided to let the 
manufacturer study it to see if it did 
cause birth defects, Mobbs said, and 
they now claim it doesn't. “If you 
believe that,"" he added, “you'll 
believe anything.”

Construction of a new 175,000 
square foot building, by Avco, to 
face Lowell Street has been ap- 
proved by the Wilmington Board 
of Appeals. It was the subject of a 
hearing April 17, with Atty. 
Joseph Courtney appearing for 
Aveo. 

Construction is to start as soon 
as possible.-The building is being 
designed for manufacturing 
purposes, and in particular for 
the fabrication and assembly of 
re-entry vehicles for the US 
Government. To construct those 
vehicles will require substantial 
height clearances, and there will 
be 50 feet clearance inside. 

An unofficial estimate on the 
value puts the building costs at 
approximately-five and a half to 
‘six million dollars. 

During the hearing the board 
was told that there will be ad- 
ditional space needed in the 
future, not to exceed 475,000 
square feet of floor area on the 
premises.

Remember hearing of PQ 17? 
Remember hearing about the 
Murmansk Run? 


# Probably not, although there was 


a movie about it. PQ 17 happened 
forty years ago this week. It was just 
another wartime convoy of mer. 
chant shipping. In another sense it 
was possibly the convoy of all 
convoys, in World War II. 

Convoy PQ 17, 34 merchant 
vessels and 17 naval escorts sailed 
trom Reykjavik, Iceland about June 
28, 1942, for Murmansk and Ar- 
changel, Russia. Ten of the cargo 
vessels completed the voyage, and 
then another arrived, a weel or so 
later. The rest were sunk by the 
Germans. It became known as the 
Fourth of July Convoy, for that was 
the day the fighting started 

PQ was the code name for convoys 
from Iceland to. Murmansk. From 
Murmansk to Iceland the name was 
reversed, QP. There were a total of 
eighteen arid then they were called 
off. The losses were too great. When 
the convoys resumed, some months 
later, there was another code name

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Teach kids about street safety 


é 


With warmer weather and longer 
“days, children’s play activities move 
{from indoors to neighborhood 
“backyards, playgrounds, parks, and 
istreets. And along with outdoor play 
jareas come a whole new set of 
jpotential hazards. 

According to William Bithoney, 
‘M.D.., director of the Comprehensive 
(Child Health Program (CCHP) at 
‘The Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center, Boston, “one of the greatest 
hazards of outdoor play — and 
probably the one feared most by 
parents — is the possibility of a child 
being hit by an automobile."” 

And the fears of parents are well 
warranted. In 1980, according to the 
National Safety Council, 1,940 
children from 0 — 14 who were 
pedestrians were killed in motor 
vehicle accidents, 

While outdoor activities for 
children are safer in playgrounds 
and backyards, in many urban areas 
they are not locally available. So 
children play on the sidewalks and 
‘streets of their neighborhoods. And 
even if playgroynds are located 
nearby, a harthhit baseball may go 
beyond left field, out onto an ad- 
jacent street; a determined young 
outfielder may chase the ball into 
the street without thinking about the 
possibility of oncoming traffic. 

According to Dr. Bithoney, many 
automobile accidents which involve 
children as pedestrians may be 
developmentally related; such 
accidents are a result of a child's 
ithmaturity rather than the fault of 
the driver. For example, he says, 
“children in the 4-7 year-old age 
group have difficulty localizing 
sounds. They hear thé sound of an 
oncoming car but mdy\look in the 


wrong direction. They are also 
sometimes unable to process several 
stimuli simultaneously, such as a 
ball rolling out into the street and an 
automobile approaching 

“Many children in this age group 
are also unable to remember to look 
to the left first and then to the right 
when they cross the street,"” says 
Dr. Bithoney, “and they sometimes 
can be confused by road signs and 
traffic lights."” 

When are children capable of 
crossing streets on their awn? Ac- 
cording to Dr. Bithoney there is a 
broad range of readiness among 
children. He suggests, however, that 
even when they seem mature 
enough to understand and follow 
instructions, parents should 
remember that “children can forget 
easily. Though they intend to cross 
streets carefully, they may make 
mistakes."” 

Dr. Bithoney recommends that 
teaching children about street safety 
should be a continual process. “It 
should begin," he says, ‘as soon as a 
child can understand words and 
sentences — probably around age 
two — and should continue 
throughout the school age years."” 

One good way to teach street 
safety to children, says Dr 
Bithoney, is for parents to practice it 
themselves, “Children are great 
imitators. When crossing the street 
with children, parents serve as good 
examples. By crossing only at in. 
tersections on main streets, and by 
obeying taffic lights, their children 
will learn to do the same,” he says. 

While children may be able to 
cross streets on foot, parents should 
be even more cautious about 
allowing them td do so when

travelling “on wheels,” such as on 
bicycles, roller skates, or 
skateboards. In many motor vehicle 
accidents which involve children as 
pedestrians, the youngsters’ 

Movements are wheel-assisted 

“Children who are just learning to 
ride a bicycle, roller skate, or 
maneuver on a skateboard,” says 
Dr. Bithoney, “may have difficulty 
controlling their wheels. Automobile 
accidents often occur, for example, 
when a child on a bicycle rides out of 
a driveway and is unable to stop 
before ging into the street.” 

Dr. Bithoney recommends that 
parents encourage their children to 
practice away from the street, 
preferably in parks or playgrounds, 
until they demonstrate adequate 
ability to control their wheels and 
stopswithout difficulty 

According to Dr. Bithoney, con: 
cern about where children’ play 
should also include vigilance about 
the condition of neighborhood 
streets. “Parents should inspect 
neighborhood traffic lights and signs 
to be sure that they are in working 
order,” he says. ‘And if they need to 
be repaired, local public safety 
officials should be notified.’ 

In addition to ensuring that out 
door areas are appropriate and safe 
for their children’s activities, 
parents should also consider the 
time of day activities occur. Says 
Dr. Bithoney, ~ “Young children 
should not be allowed to play in the 
street during the dask and evening 
hours when it is particularly difficult 
for drivers to see."" 

While hazards do exist both on 
busy streets and quiet neighborhood 
roads, the danger can be minimized 
by choosing appropriate play areas 
and carefully instructing children 
about street safety.

The chief mate of the Puerto 
Rican was named Wilcox. He was a 
resident of Lynn, and also was a 
former shipmate of the writer. In 
fact the writer was present, part of 
the time, when the Puerto Rican was 
loaded for that voyage 

‘That was in Hoboken, New Jersey. 
Suspicious Russian officials, non 
English speaking, inspected the 
cargo while the ship was being 
loaded, and when ever possible 
engaged in arguments with the chief 
mate through an interpreter. 

A ship's destination was always a 
big secret, but it was easy to guess 
where the Puerto Rican was going, 
because of those two men. The 
writer stood at the head of the pier 
and watched that ship being backed 
out, into the North (Hudson) River. 
The last words of Wilson, on the 
forecastle head, to the writer were 
“Want to swap jobs?"’ 

The Puerto Rican went to 
Liverpool, where it waited some 
weeks for orders, and then to Reyk- 
javik, Iceland. There it waited still 
longer. Much of the time of a cargo 
ship, in World War II, was spent in 
waiting. Finally the Puerto Rican 
sailed with PQ 17. Much later the 
news came back to the United States 
that it had been sunk, with all hands. 

‘That wasn't quite correct. Many 
months later an engine room man 
from the Puerto Rican appeared at 
the New York office of the company. 
He was seeking back pay. He had 
been in the engine room when the 
Puerto Rican was struck. He did not 
know how, but he found himsel! in

the water, in the Arctic Ocean. 
Somehow he was rescued. 
All his fingers and toes were 


frozen. Later they had to be am. 
putated. His appearance at the of. 
fice, when all the crew was believed 
to be dead, created a sensation in the 
company. 

The writer met George Wilson 
some months later, in Baltimore, in 
a ship yard. The Samuel Chase was 
in drydock. It was getting new 
holding down bolts for the drive 
shaft, and having other repairs. 

Born in Ireland, George had a 
melodious voice. That, combined 
with intensity of his. conversation 
made his story of the Samuel Chase 
Something that was never forgotten. 

Two days out Iceland, George 
said, they had seen their first Nazi 
reconnaissance plane. From then on 
they were never alone. The plane 
circled. After some hours it was 
relieved by another plane. There 
was never any darkness. in those 
times of the Midnight Sun. just 
Sumetumes lug, caused by nearby 
ce. 

The attack began on July 2. The 
ships were about 200 miles from 
Bear Island, westerly. Submarines 
had been following the convoy as it 
made its way trough broken ice. 
They were, as far as George could 
see. the first to attack 

Heinkel torpedo plane and dive 
bombers joined. Some of the mer. 
chant ships had twenty millimeter 
guns. Some had three inch, and four 
inch guns. The twenty millimeter 
guns were Derlikons, invented a few 
years previously in, the writer 
believes, Switzerland. The Oerlikons 
fired bullets which were a little over 
‘4 of an inch in diameter, and were 
in effect big machine guns. By 1942 
nearly every merchant ship flying 
the US. flag had eight such 
Oerlikons, which, however, were 
familiarly called “twenties” 

The naval escorts were similarly 
armed, and of course the destroyers 
and corvettes had depth charges, to 
use against submarines. Two 
escorts were bristling with guns, 
specifically armed against air- 
planes. 

Luck was with the convoy for two 
days because of fog. But on July 4 
(from whence the convoy got the 
name of The July 4 Convoy) the 
attack began. Ships were sunk by 
torpedoes from Heinkels and sub- 
marines, and were bombed. The

convoy plugged on, losing ships but 
never stopping. 

The command post of any ship is. 
of course, the bridge. Above the 
bridge is a wire known as the “'signal 
stay”. On a Liberty Ship like the 
Samuel Chase the signal stay was 
twenty-five or thirty feet above the 
bridge. Signals were given, by flags, 
hanging from that signal stay 

It was a dive bémber that almost 
got the Samuel Chase. A five hun 
dred pound bomb passed beneath 
the signal stay but never struck the 
ship. It lamded in the water 
alongside, and then exploded 

Such an explosion could wreck the 
ship, but it didn’t. Liberty ships were 
mostly welded. There were a few 
rivets which were blown in. The hull 
otherwise, though crumpled, was 
intact. The ship could still float 

But every holding down bolt, in the 
shaft alley had been broken. That 
perhaps may require a little 
technical explanation 

The drive shaft is about 150 feet 
Jong, in sections. If memory serves 
correctly those steel sections were 
about ten inches in diameter. The 
drive shaft connects the engine té 
the propellor. When the engine turns 
the drive shaft turns, the propellor 
turns, and the ship moves. 

There are heavy blocks in the 
shaft alley, on which the drive shaft 
rests. There are bolts through those 
blocks, to hold the drive shaft in 
place, and called “holding down 
bolts". It was those bolts that had 
been broken by the explosion.

holding the drive shaft in place 
Nothing else If the’seas were calm 
and there was nothing to disturb the 
vessel the drive shaft might keep on 
turning, and the ship keep going 
ahead 

But if there were to be rough seas, 
or further explosion, there was a 
good chance that the drive shaft 
would “buckle”. It would bend, as a 
finger can bend, the pieces would be 
driven through the vessel's hull 
‘That could cause the Samuel Chase 
to sink. 

North of North Cape of Norway, it 
was thousands of miles to any 
shipyard. The engine could still run, 
but it would not take much to make 
the Samuel Chase commit suicide. 
‘There was nothing to do but to keep 
‘on going. 

It was just about that time that the 
convoy got a general signal from the 
y command.

The Tirpitz, the 
signal said, “was out"’. In obedience 
to orders the convoy ttered. 

But the Tirpitz never did come out 
It was merely shifting its berth.

A substance found in horseradish 
roots, when combined with a com 
mon chemical, removes dangerous 
chemicals from industrial 
wastewater, according to an MIT 
scientist 
‘The process, according to Alexander 
M. Klibanov of The Department of 
Food and Nutrition Science at The 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, effectively removes 
chemicals from the wastewater of 
several industrial processes in. 
cluding coal conversion and 


petroleum refining 

‘The’ process removes phenol and 
aromatic amines. Most of the 
chemicals in these two families are 
toxic, according to Klibanov. Some 
derivatives are human carcinogens. 


According to a recent paper in The 
Journal of Applied Biochemistry by 
Klibanov and his colleagues, present 
methods of treatment, although 
useful, are costly, inefficient and 
produce hazardous byproducts. The 
new process, according to the 
researchers’ initial calculations is 
inexpensive, efficient, and produces 
a byproduct that can be burned 
safely

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‘The horseradish substance, an 
enzyme called horseradish 
peroxidase, catalyzes, or speeds up 
reactions between many com- 
pounds, or substrates.

contains many different chemicals. 

Klibanov’s initial ¢alculations 
show that the peroxidase-peroxide 
treatment would cost about .69 per 
1,000 liters of wastewater containing 
amounts of phenol comparable to 
those in industrial wastewater. This 
cost is comparable to present 
methods, according to the recent 
paper. 

However, added Klibanov, it is 
difficult to get companies to try the 
new method. It is expensive for 
companies to modify their treat 
ment systems. “Companies aren't in 
business to make money with 
wastewater treatment, he said 
Mixed signals from the EPA make 


them less willing to try new 
methods."

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From farm to NASA 
Stars get in her eyes

Bonnie Dunbar’s childhood 
memories include nights of sleeping 
out on haystacks at the family farm, 
Jooking up at the stars, and thinking 
About being ‘‘out there.”’ 

“I didn't define it as wanting to be 
an astronaut, but I do remember at 
$ne point that I wanted to be a jet 
plot,” she recalls. “I used to watch 

television stations sign off at 
night with a picture of a jet going 
through the clouds, and I guess I was 
sort of naive about it — I didn’t 
realize that women weren't jet 
pilots."” : 
‘Today Miss Dunbar spends some 
15 hours a month copiloting a 
‘supersonic T-38 trainer jet that can 
reach speeds of more than 800 m.p.h 
She also puts in a lot of time 
somersaulting inside an Air Force 
KC-135 to test the simulated 
thicrogravity of space as the plane 


roller-coasters through the sky. 

Regular flight conditioning and 
airborne experiments are part of her 
training as a US astronaut. But like 
all of today’s new breed of “‘mission 
specialist" astronauts, Miss Dunbar 
spends even more time in the 
classroom, studying aerodynamics, 
orbital mechanics, star iden- 
tification, geology, and 
astrophysics. “It’s not all glory and 
fun,"" she says. “There's a lot of 
work." 

Former senior research engineer 
at Rockwell International Space 
Division, and currently a doctoral 
candidate in biomedical engineering 
at the University of Houston, Miss 
Dunbar is a specialist in the 
production of the ceramic tiles that 
make today’s space shuttle possible. 
Her conversation often turns to 
thermal protection systems, 
materials processing, and the kinds

“As we developed cars, railroads, 
and airplanes, we needed gas 
stations, railroad stations, and air 
terminals,” she continues. “What 
we need now is a space station. What

“I was part of the 19 baby boom 
that came along at the time that the 
first sputnik was launched,” she 
continues. ‘I was the oldest of four 
kids, and we were very isolated from 
the nearest town. so I grew up as a 


bookworm and lived in a’ very 
imaginary world. I read a lot of 
science fiction and a lot of the old 
classics, too.”’ 

Her prents, she says, told her she 
could do anything she wanted to do. 
“My folks never steered me, but 
they also maintained that the’ only 
limitations you have are in your 
mind,” she’ explains. “We didn't 
have any college graduates in our 
gamily, and because I was the 
oldest, my mother almost made me 
swear I wouldn't get married until 1 
had a college degree. She thought 
that was important."

She also developed 
some personal contacts as NASA, so 
she would know if and when the 
space agency was going to hire new 
astronauts, and if women were going 
to be among them. 

In 1978 she applied for the first 
NASA astronaut “class” accepting 
women. Although she wasn't 
selected for the program, she made 
it through the “finals” with a 
determination to try again. 

“In looking over the resumes of 
those who'd been accepted, I 
realized that they had a lot of in- 
terests and worked in a number of 
different disciplines,"’ Miss Dunbar 
recalls, “I could see that I needed to 
enlarge my background and im- 
prove myself. I was 29 by then, and 
was at the point where I was feeling,

A former lecturer for Rockwell 
International, Miss Dunbar often 
finds herself assigned by NASA to 
provide technical assistance to the 
news media covering the space 
shuttle program. Most recently, she 
‘was co-anchor with Dan Rather for 
the CBS coverage of the second 
Columbia flight 

At a recent talk for’New England 
high school students at Boston's 
Museum of Science, Miss Dunbar 
narrated a NASA film taken on 
board the second Columbia flight. 
“If you put your heads on your left 
shoulders, you can see the view Dick 
Truly saw as he flew up the Florida 
coast,” she advised at one point, 
adding a few seconds later, “You 
don’t know how funny you all look."’ 

As the earth came back into view 
and the film ended, there was a 
momentary, perhaps awed hush in 
the audience. “You can clap, it's 
okay,"" Bonnie Dunbar said. “I 
thought it was pretty great, too."”

By now, the saga of Rocky Balboa 
has become so ingrained in the 
American consciousness that the 
latest Sylvester Stallone offering 
“Rocky III,” seems more real than 
did the Larry Holmes-Gerry Cooney 
fiasco in Las Vegas. 

Because 
the “Rocky” movies portray an 
idealized version of what boxing 
should be but never can be — a 
clean, honest sport, fought by good 
guys and bad guys for pride and 
honor. 

Holmes and Cooney received $10 
million apiece last week to prove 
that one guy is a pretty good fighter 
and the other never belonged in the 
same ring. In “Rocky,” however, 
money is never mentioned. and 


every match is a battle to the finish. 

Enough pontificating, however. 
The question is: How does “Rocky 
III’ stack up against its 
predecessors? And the answer is 
‘So well that “Rocky III" is the best

writer-director-actor Stallone, as 
well as the man he portrayed, 
Rocky Balboa, were fighting for 
their lives.

Graceful, scintillating butterflies 
along with their drab, fat-body 
cousins, the moths, are fast losing 
the numbers game. 

Are they vanishing? Probably not; 
but their population figure is way 
down compared with earlier times 
— before insecticides 

This is the report of Perry A. 
Glick, a former entomologist with 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, who recently became a 
fellow of the Expolorers Club of New 
York 

In years gone by, Mr. Glick did 
some ground-breaking flying for the 
Department of Agriculture, 
collecting insects by plane. A world 
traveler and author of 30 papers in 
his research field, he spent much of 
his active life collecting butterflies, 
moths, and skippers 

Recently he transferred a 
collection of 5,000 specimens to 
Texas A & I University at Kingsville, 
Texas — and then got busy on 
another collection. He lives in 
Brownsville, Texas. Collecting 
specimens is not as easy as it used to 
sbe, however 

“In the early 1950s I collected in 
‘one hour in the Rio Grande Valley as 
many butterflies as it takes me two 
or three years to collect here now.” 
Glick explained.

“It has become hard to collect in 
places like Maine, Minnesota, 
Texas, or California because of the 
dusting of vegetation,” Glick said 
“Biological control has helped an 
awful lot, but insects were killed off 
in such numbers that even biological 
control has become limited in its 
effectiveness."

kill off harmful insects and leave 
those that are harmless or 
beneficial, such as butterflies.” 

For the collector and art fancier 
there is another circumstance 
cutting down on the trade in most 
valuable butterflies. Governments 
in various foreign nations are im- 
posing restrictions to preserve 
lepidoptera. 

Mexico, for instance, though it 
remains a haveg for vast numbers of 
butterflies, including an enormous 
colony of wintering monarchs, takes 
‘a severely restrictive view of net 
ters. One can no longer collect in 
Mexico without a permit 

The Texas entomologist, who has 
collected extensively in parts of 
South Africa, Kenta, and Tanzania 
where insecticides have not made as 
much inroads on lepidoptera, finds 
that these areas too are beginning to 
curb netting 

The choice foreign spots in the 
Western world other than Mexico 
have been in Ecuador, Bolivia, 
Colombia, Peru, and Brazil. Hunting 
with a net has been particularly 
good in the Amazon River area 
where roads, at least until recently 
had not penetrated. “One could fly 
for miles and see nothing below but 
wilderness and forests," Glick 
recalls. How long such “good hun 
ting” will last in these areas is 
problematical 


Of what “use’’ are butterflies? 

They interest collectors because of 
their beauty, their rarity, and the 
variety of specimens you can collect 
from many countries. Certain 
species can be destructive, such as 
the cabbage butterfly, whose larvae 
(the pre-adult stage of buttertlies 
and moths) eat the cabbage. These 
are sometimes confused with moths 
but they are butterflies. Also there is 
a butterfly that eats alfalfa and 


in their caterpillar stage that 
these species are so destructive. The 
adult (winged) stage is harmless. 
Glick explained. “Exception: there 
are moths in the adult stage that are 
destructive, such as one that feeds 
only on cotton or very closely related 
plants. 

“One of these’ varieties (cotton 
leaf moth, the Alabama argillacez 
is carried up into Canada, where the 
adults become strangely destructive 
because they pierce peaches_and 
grapes for juice. This does a great 
deal of damage. They originate in 
the southern cotton region, eating 
their way northward until they run 
out of cotton. Then they are carried 
north into Canada, where there is no 
cotton. 

Some of the lepidoptera play a role 
in pollinization of plants. They 
contribute much to the fertilization 
of flowers. Some butterflies feed on 
the nectar of plant blooms. They 
don't actually cause the plants to 


develop and, of course, bees and 
other insects make the major con 
tribution. But butterflies do have a 
share in this. 

Some moths are essential to the 
development of certain plants. Take 
the yucca moth; without this insect 
the yucca plant, so distinctive in 
desert country, would soon die and 
become unknown. This’ moth is the 
only living thing that pollinates the 
plant for which it is named. There 
are not many of this type of moth 


Another striking aspect of but 
terflies is their ability to navigate 
be it half the circumference of 
Earth. The strange thing abgut 
observed insect flights is that they 
occur in the same flyways as are 
used by birds. This was made more 
mysterious by the assumption that 
butterflies and moths had made 
themselves so repulsive to birds that 
they were rarely included in the bird 
food chain. But recent photos make 
it clear that birds do eat monarchs 
and other butterflies, Glick said 

In either case there's a dilemma 
here for naturalists: Which of these 
creature’, birds or butterflies 
established the flyways in the first 
place? 

It's somewhat like the chicken or 
the egg controversy," Glick said

If and when the United States 
makes the switch, it will relinquish 
status as the only non-metric in 
dustrialized nation, The rest of the 
world, with the exception of South 
Byemen, Burma and Brunei in 
Borneo, has given in to 

‘metrication. 

Much impetus for the switch is 
economic. Industry needs to speak 
the world’s measurement language 
in international trade. But pervasive 
public apathy and.even opposition to 
metrics have sidwed conversion 
efforts in this country, And there is 
no- legal requirement that the 
country switch; conversion is 
completely voluntary, points out 
David Gorin, president of the 
American National Metric Council 
(A MC), a nonprofit organization set 
up to promote the changeover. 

Some nations have made the 
conversion quickly under govern: 
ment-mandated deadlines; others 
have taken decades,

we will just drift into metrication as

Reinvest your dividend

STOCK ACQUISITION PROGRAMS 
Over the years a valuable source 
of corporate funding has been 
through the vehicle of shareholder 
dividend reinvestment plans. At 
present, more than 1,000 U.S 
companies offer such programs 
DRPs). Under a DRP a company 
does not pay out a cash dividend to a 
stockholder but will use the 
available dividend to purchase 
additional full and fractional shares 
for the participating shareholder, if 
he so elects. Such a plan is simple 
and convenient, and generally 
allows an investor to add to his share 
interests at a cost far less than an 
open market purchase. To join a 
DRP an authorization form is filed 
with the company or its agent 
following which subsequent cash 
dividends are used to purchase 
additional shares of common stock 
For the corporation offering such 
plans, dividend reinvestment is a 
valuable source of funding 
lessening the need for large public 
equity or bond financing. As an 
example, American Telephone took 
back over $1 billion in both 1980 and 
1981 by way of its established 
shareholder reinvestment program. 


GUIDELINES 

Among the multitude of dividend 
plowback plans available there are 
certain variations, but such more or 
less favorable features should not 
necesarily be a consideration in plan 
participation. Basic investment 
valuation, as such, continues to be 
the keystone. As examples of plan

TAX ACT OF 1981 

In the fairly inclusive Economic 
Recovery Tax passed late last year, 
there was a boon to holders of 
electric utility’shares. In particular, 
the Act provided that individual or 
joint holders of common stock in 

tain electric utilities could elect 
to treat cash dividend distributions 
in the years 1982 through 1985 
reinvested under a company plan as 
qualified reinvested dividends. 
Thus, they may exclude from 
taxable income, for Federal tax 
purposes, up to $750 per year of such 
reinvested dividends (a total of $1500 
on a joint return) in each of the 
years in question. 

RETURN OF CAPITAL

Telephone and 
natural gas utilities generally do not 
qualify for income exclusion; also 
shares received through -rein- 
vestment must be held for more than 
one year, and if any other shares are 
sold within the year they will be 
considered as reinvested shares, 
subject to ordinary taxes rather 
than capital gains rates.

UPDATING THE PAPER 

INDUSTRY " 

Inflation, high interest rates, and 
the economic recession had 
adverse impact on most industries 
last year. Surprisingly, however, the 
paper industry fared better thap 
most groups. Shipments of paper 
and paper products remained 
generally high although weakness 
did begin to occur in September an@ 
October, especially in the paper 
board segment of the business, This 
reflected a downtrend in packaging 
demand and industrial production; 
Newsprint and printing grades, 
however, showed less severe 
declines. 

Overall paperboard production in 
1981 registered a gain ofless than 2 
percent over comparable year. 
earlier levels. Total output for the 
full twelve months was estimated 
between 64.5 million and 65 million 
tons, equaling the record of 64.6 
million tons set in 1979. One of the 
strongest areas in the paper in- 
dustry last year was newsprint 
which showed an 11 percent increase 
over 1980 levels, Also enjoying 
sustained demand throughout the 
year were coated papers used in 
magazine publieations. As for the 
paperboard and recycled . paper 
segment, it posted a third-period 
decline, thus following closely the 
overall “industrial production pat 
terns, 

ALOOK AHEAD 

Last year, through heightened* 
efficiency and careful planning, thes 
paper industry made itself less’ 
vulnerable to high energy costs and 
wage rates. The capital expansion* 
and modernization programs  in- 
stituted by most producers, as wells 
as the increased stress on cost et-/ 
ficiency, should all bear fruit in the 
future. : 

This year, close followers of the: 
‘paper ‘industry predict only a’: 
modest gain in production of papers, 
and paperboard. However, looking’ 
at the intermediate-term prospects“ 
for the industry, the Research 
Department of Babson's Reports is 
optimistic because the basic fun: 
damentals remain positive. When , 
the general economy improves and 
the construction industry revfves, 
the industry's earnings should move 
ahead at a stepped-up pace.
